The planning survey of the City 
of Menlo Park being conducted by 
Harold Wise and Simon Eisner is 
reaching its concluding phases. 

Nearly completed is the land use 
study. Every lot in the city is being 
diagramed, with the location of the 
buildings thereon, and the land use 
noted, with each lot being mapped 
on a separate card. 


When this survey is completed 
actual use maps will be prepared 
showing lot size, character of use 
(single family residential, two 
family; four family, commercial, 
etc.) and other factors which will 
enable the planning commission to 
determine logical zone boundaries. 


The planning commission is now 
working with the cosultants on a re- 
vision of our zoning ordinances to 
bring into one document the basic 
zoning provisions under which we 
operate, to simplify and improve 
these provisions, and to add such 
new features as will implement our 
objective of making Menlo Park an 
ever better place in which to live, 
shop, and do business. 


In conjunction with the land use 
survey, the consultants’ field men 
are making a 20% sample economic 
survey for use in our planning. 


At every fifth home, the field 
men have the householder fill out 
a form (without name, of course) 
giving chopping habits, income 
bracket and other pertinent infor- 
mation which will enable us_ to 
plan the future extent of our bus- 
iness areas more accurately. 


An interesting portion of this 
form is the question asking for sug- 
gested improvements to the City of 
Menlo Park. From the comments 
that are coming in, the city council 
will have a good idea of what sort of 
a civic program is wanted by the 
people. 

A pronesed master plan is also 
taking shape in which the consult- 
ants will make reccmmencrtions 
for street layouts, parking areas, 
future commercial areas, and parks. 
These m?tters will first be worked 
out in a preliminary way with the 
planning commission, and then pub- 
lic hearings will beld by both the 
planning commission and the city 
council to ascertain public  senti- 
ment, so that any desirable modifi- 
cations may be worked out before 
final adoption.

Veterans of World War II in San 
Mateo county who may be planning 
to apply for assistance from the 
State of California in pursuing their 


be sure they have established eligi- 
bility for the “Cal-Vet” educational 
aid program, according to Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans service officer. 

“By obtaining a certificate of eli- 
gibility now, these veterans can fore- 
stall costly delays at registration 
time,” Granger pointed out. 

“At the same time, they can 
start the machinery in motion for 
the necessary interviews, schedul- 
ing of payments, etc.” 

Subsistence payments under the 
“Cal-Vet” program have been in- 
creased in some cases to $50 ia month 
from $40, effective in September, 
Granger reported. The $10 increase 
is intended for use by the veteran- 
student to purchase necessary books 
and supplies. In addition, the state 
may pay tuition and fees for the 
veteran. The maximum expenditure 
for all purposes in the case of any 
one veteran-student is $1,000. 

To be eligible for State educa- 
tienal assistance, a veteran must 
have been born in California, have 
been a resident of this state at 
the time of entry into military 
service, and must have had at 
least 90 days of active duty prior 
to Jan. 1, 1947. 

Granger also pointed out that the 
basic applic2tion form which is used. 
for “Cal-Vet” educational aid also 
serves to establish the veteran’s 
eligibility for the “Cal-Vet” farm 
and home financing plan. The same 
veteran may qualify for both bene- 
fits. The. forms..and other informa- 
tion are available at the Veterans’ 
service office, courthouse, Redwood 
City.

from the base of the tree to the out- 
er branches, (which is the extent of 
the root system). 

A complete chemical fertilizer 
(such as 10-6-4 combination) should 
be distributed in the holes and cov- 
ered with fine soil. A fair applica- 
tion is 1 pound for each inch of cir- 
cumference of the trunk. Measure 
above the ground line bulge. 

Keep the tree heavily watered for 
several weeks to prevent any burn- 
ing of the roots. If a tree is old and 
neglected, this last method will pro- 
duce amazing results, darkening 
and thickening the foliage almost at 
once. 

PEAR BLIGHT 

I have noticed pear blight on 
many trees in Menlo Park. This is 
a virus disease which cannot be con- 
trolled by sprays. 

You must cut off the branches 
that have brown leaves and burn 
them. Cut a foot or so below the 
infected part, and clean your 
shears each time to prevent in- 
fecting all parts of the tree. 

Paint the cut with a tree sealer so 
the bacteria may not re-enter. This 
must be done at once, or the blight 
will spread through the whole tree. 
CALENDAR 
September 6 to 12 

The quantity and quality of bloom 
of late flowering plants can be im- 
proved by cutting off dead flowers, 
and even disbudding. Plants tend to 
put Out more buds than their sparse 
fall foliage can support, and this 
hastens their death. 

Be sure to cut off the seed pods 
of such plants as lilies, perennial 
phlox, scabiosa, cosmos, petunias 
and zinnias. It takes almost all the 
Plant’s strength to produce seeds, 


and thus shortens its flowering time. 


Cosmos and petunias will reseed 
themselves and come up like weeds 
next spring, and usually in places 
where you least want them. 

Verbena, candytuft and alyssum 
can be sheared back to the under 
foliage and will produce a second 
folwering. 

It will help to hill up the soil 
around the roots of annuals and 
vegetables when you cultivate them. 
By pushing a few extra inches of 
soil around the base of a plant you 
can steady the top-heavy ones, and 
protect the shallow roots in this 
last month of dry heat. 


Keep harvesting your vegetable 


‘garden. It is a shame to have tomat- 


oes rot, beans get tough, and squash 
too big to eat because you have ne- 
glected to watch them.
